els of corn at 46 cents a bushel. He | 
and his corner partners beught at an 
average of 40 cents a bushel. _ It 
was said at the time that he could 
have run the price up to $1 a bush- 
el if he had desired. 

When Cleage began his deal st. | 
Louis corn quotations were 13 cents | 
lower than in Chicago. When he. 
closed in December they were 2 cents 
higher. 

Three years ago he aided his sons 
in incerporating Cleage & Co., deal- 
ers in petroleum products, at 1525 
Sublette avenue. He was vice presi- 
dent of the concern at the time of 
his death. 

Born in Athens. Tenn., Cleage was 
educated at the University of Ten- 
negsee. After leaving college he en- 
gaged in the cotton commission 
business at Chattanooga, Tenn. After

grain broker for three years before 
entering the business here in 1896. 

Cleage was also a musician, and 
for a time in the early °80s directed 
the orchestra at the old Ben Debar 
Upera House on Fourth street. One 
of his hobbies was the collecting of 
fine vfolins. 

Besides his widow, who was Miss 
Mary Deaderick of Quincy, Ill, two 
sons, Thoms D. nd V. D. Cleage.

ali of St. Lowis, survive. The fu- 
neral will be held from the residence 
at 3 p. m. teday. with burial in Belle- 
fontaine Cemetery.
